On  Tuesday  morning , August  29,  1955  between  1-30 
and  2:00  a*m*  I was  operating  my  automobile  in  a 
V/esterly  direction  on  Chard  on  Hoad.  Route  6* 


I thought  this  object  might  have  been  a meteorite 
and  therefore  walked  through  the  field  for  a closer 
examination,  li^en  1 was  about  450  feet  into  the 
field  and  near  the  object  I saw  that  the  object  was 
some  kind  of  aircraft.  It  was  about  thirty  feet  in 
diameter  and  had  a dome  on  top* 


I began  to  get  scared, ttorned,  and  ran  back  towards 
the  road.  I had  run  about  fifty  feet  v/hen  a green 
light  bolted  out  in  front  of  me.  I turned  around 
facing  the  aircraft,  and  was  then  unable  to  move  my 
body, yet,  I could  speak  as  the  green  light  shone  an  me 

A door  slid  open  in  this  aircnraft,  some  kind  of 
platform  came  out,  and  a man,  with  something  resemblin 
a ski  suit  on,  emerged  from  the  object*  This  man  told 
me  not  to  be  afraid,  that  •they’  had  landed  there  td 
be  discovered  but  didn’t  expect  anyone  to  find  them  so 
soon.  Ee  told  me  to  tell  a high  official  or  somebody 
v/ith  governmental  authority  in  Washington  that  ’they’ 
were  from  another  planet  and  that  if  there  ivere  any 
more  wars  hero  ’they’  would  have  to  take  over*  He  told 
me  that  I could  tell -a  relative  of  the  meeting.  I told 
him  that  I didn’t  think  that  a kid  like  myself  v/ould 

be  believed  if  1 approached  an  official  artid  relayed  th

message#  He  told  me  I had  a week  to  make  aji  effort  to 
do  this  and  that  I*d  be  watched  and  that  no  harm  v/auld 
come  to  me* 

Ha  returned  to  the  aircraft#  I watched  the  door  close; 
then  I turned  and  walked  back  to  the  car.  I did  not 
sea  the  aircraft  taka  off. 

I returned  to  this  place  on  Thursda^ir  morning  about, 
the  sajae  time.  This  time  the  man  told  me  that  I had 
not  begun  to  make  an  effort  toward  go?iirg  to  V/ashington# 

I said  X had  told  ax^  mother.  He  said  J should  go  to 
V/ashington  and  relay  the  message. 

I returned  here  again  late  Saturday  sight  with  a buddy; 
we  waited  around  for  a while  but  nothing  happened*

Of  oourse  we  realize  that  this  case  might  be  considered  on 
the  fantastic  side  but  we  of  the  U?0RC  do  not  consider  it  to  be 
In  the  crackpot  category.  A short  while  after  the  initial 
izrterviev  MiWMNiNMMIMit  drove  us  to  the  landing  site  at  the 
intersection  of  Routes  6 and  306.  He  showed  os  his  path  into  the 
desolete  field  and  where  the  object  alighted.  made  diagrams, 
etc. , of  all  of  this*  In  late  October,  U?0RC  members  went  to  the 
site  again  with  equipment  but  without  Dave.  Here  is  the  contents 
of  this  field  report: 

”1.  Ho  radioactivity  found  anywhere  a check  with  a 
geiger-counter  revealed  except  for  background 
count.

We  kept  in  canatant  touch  wlth^flMl*  and  he  appeared  very 
cooperative  and  sincere*  He  was  obssessed  with  the  notion  that 
he  must  get  the  message  given  him  to  V/ashington*  On  October  21, 
1955  we  asked  David  more  questions  via  telephone.  Here  is  the 
text  of  that  interview:

In  fact,  before  our  entire  group  We? asked 
him  to  please  tell  us  then  v/hether  or  not  he  wanted  to  taka 
back  any  part  of  the  story  or  all  of  it»  He  stated  again  that 
was  telling  the  truth! 


In  reconstructing  the  vine  ident  we  can  say  this  about  the 
area:  the  road  is  narrow  and  steep  at  the  particular  point  whe 

stopped  his  car.  A driver  would  find  it  necessary  to^  be 
wide  awake"  and  alert  to  avoid  an  accident*  V/e  submit  that  a re 
stimuli  of  unusual  nature  would  be  absolutely  necessary  to  mak

It  is  raasonaie  to  conjactxira  that  this  fear  of  his  might 
have  distorted  his  ability  to  observe  all  of  the  detail  concer 
the  craft,  the  man  and  the  conversation*  Outstanding  in  Dave's 
mind  is  the  green  light  ha  encountered.  Faulty  in  his  memory 
is  the  detail  of  the  occupant's  suit,  wether  or  not  ha  saw  the 
craft  taka  off  and  exactly  what  took  place  during  the  second 
encounter.  But  also  prominent  in  his  kind  was  the  message  he  w 
told  to  convey.  ”The  man  made  me  understand  that  I was  to  take 
the  message  to  high  authorities  in  V^ashington*  ..that  *ha'  was
